But on the contrary part, if a Pan 
ſets out careleſlp, not taking the Counſell ot men experien⸗ 
ted in thoſe Seas, thorgh he be neuer (8 well furniſhed, ne⸗ 
ner ſo well manned, neuer ſo ſtrong in heart, neuer ſo able 
to bzooke ſtoʒmes and tempeſts; pet let him bee ſure to be 
toſled from coaſt to Coaſt, to bee dꝛiuen fozward with one 
pꝛoſperous gale to dap, and to be blown th2& times further 
backward with a boiſtrous bzeath to mo2row : to haue his 
Soule affiicted with cares, and his heart eaten vppe with 
frettinges, and in the end to finde (to his colt) that he had 
beene better to haue vndertaken a Voyage to the Eaſt and 
Welt Indyes : and ſooner hadde he made his refurne home, 
So that to hoyſt vppe Sayles in this Ocean of Controuer- 
ſies, and fo meete with a foztunate and faire Ariuall, is ag 
much honoꝛ, as to go ta Iei uſalem, and ſafely to come back

Againft the 
ſecond, ſhe dꝛaͤwes a lwszd, with which ſhee both ſtrikes 
them that bꝛeak hir peace, and defends the that are threat- 
ned to be ſtruck w2ongfuilp, He that Goes therfoze ta Law, 
goes befaze a perſunage, whoſe bꝛowes are vnwainckled, 
pet full of Judgement; whoſe eres are not wandzing, pet 
turning to both ſides 3 whoſe lips are ſildome opened, yet 
what they pꝛonounte is iuſt; whoſe countenace is auſtere, 
pet ſetled in vpaghtneſſe; whoſe hands are open to all, vet 
neuer filled with bꝛibes; whoſe heart lies hidden, yet free 
from cozruption. And what man would not deſire to bee 
hourly conuerſant with ſo excellent, and ſo compoſed a cre⸗ 
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ature. e that is vp to the eares in Law, is vp to the cares Paradox in 
in expetience; He cannot choſe but bee a god Sabied, by⸗Prayſe of go- 


cauſe he ke pes the Statutes and oꝛdinances ot his Coun⸗ 
try: he cannot choſe but pꝛoue a woꝛthy ſouldier, becauſe 
he is ſhil in action: he muſt of neteſſitp be both honeſt and 
pittifuil, fo: hee mealureth other mens caſes by his owne. 
Law: whpit makes aman watchfnll, fo; he that meddles 
with it, is ſure neuer to ſleepe? Jt keeps him from the Iriſh 
mans diſeaſe, ({.2zynes: ) from the Dutch⸗ mans weake- 
nelle (in not Bearing dꝛinke:) from the Italians euill ſpi⸗ 
rit that haunts him, (Luſt) fo2 hes ſo buſted with ſo many 
Actions of the Cale, that hee can haue no lepſure noz ſto⸗ 
macke, to the Caſe of Actions: It pꝛeſerues him from the 
French falling ſickneſſe, yet no Stoues in Moſcouy can put 
a man info moꝛe violent ſweates.
